Fall Suggestions For 
Insect Pest Control 


The following Suggestions have been 
issued by the Field Crops Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Edmonton, 
GRASSHOPPERS 

1. Continue to spread poison bait if 
available to kill adult grasshoppers while 
laying. 

2. Shallow fall cultivation. 

(a) Loosens surface, grasshoppers 
will not lay eggs in loose soil. 

(b) Exposes eggs on the surface 
to sun and wind (See note below on Cut- 
worms. 

8. Deep plowing buries the eggs so 
that the young hoppers cannot reach the 
surface. This practise is not recommend- 
where soil drifting is prevalent. 

4. N.ark areas where eggs are laid and 
watch next spring. Remember that gras:- 
hoppers lay their eggs from about the end 
of July until frost comes. A single female 
wil! lay about 150 eggs during this period. 
Every female grasshopper destroyed this 
year means less damage next year. 
CUTWORMS 

(Pale Western) Do note cultivate sum- 
merfallow between August Ist and Sep- 
tember 15th, because cutworm moths 
only lay e2gs in Icose surface soil. 

NOTE: where both grasshoppers and 
cutworms are present, delay fall cultiva- 
tion until after September 15th. 
\\HEATSTEM SAWFLY 

Shallow cultivation of stubble destroys 
Wheatstem Sawfly grub which winters 
over in the base of the wheatstem. This 


can be done any time before freeze-up.
